he‘bad was to honestly and faithfully admin- 
ister the affairs of the government that the 
people would elect any democrat who might 
be nominated in 1°88. He knew that he had 
been accused of selfish motives, but he added, 
‘If 1 could consult only my personal comfort 
and desircs, I would lay down the office of 
president tomorrow?’ That was ali he said.”

'BONANZAS DISCOVERED. 


TWO OF THE LOST MEXICAN 
MINES FOUND, 


The Wealth Spoken of by Humboldt Discovered by 
American Prospectors in Chihuahus — MAlaps 
Fagpnd in an Old Chapel Give a Kuy to 
the Miners—Great Excitement, Hic, 


St. Lovis, April 27.—A special dispatch from 
the City of Mexico triumphantly announces 
the discovery of two of the seven lost Mexican 
bonanza mines by an American party of pro:- 
pectors. Humbold and Hamilton speak of the 
fabulous wealth obtained from these mines by 
the Spaniards. They were worked up tothe 
middie of last century. In 1776 the Indians 
svept over northern Mexico and destroyed 
Chihuahua and all the miners were driven 
out. The Indians held control of the country 
se long that records were lost, 

Recently Lieutenant Kepper, formerly of 
the United States army: W. K. Glenn, of [lli- 
nois; Captain Allen and J. McIntyre, of Chica- 
go, went out on a surveying expedition in the 
interest of the Sonora Land company and in 
an old chapel found maps and other data. Di- 
viding into four small parties, a thorough 
search was begun. MclIntyre’s party located 
what is thought to be the Layopa silver mine. 
It is in the midst of thousands of ruined build- 
ings, among large churches and forts. Within 
a radius of four miles are 420 workings of old 
“Spanish furnaces and tons of slag. Atfew days 
later the Bowers party reported the discovery 
ofthe Guayanopain the’ heart of the Sierra 

fadre mountains, Around it are the ruins of 
i8 arastras. 
& Advices from Nogales confirm the rumor 
aud state thatthe great placer field has been 
located, where the Jesuits of 200 years ago 
fuund fortunes for the church. Great excite- 
mcnt in mining centers prevails.

THOSE FALSE ACCUSATIONS. 


Mr. Gladstone Tells of a Letter Received 
From Mr. Parnell. 

LonpoN, April 27.—Timothy D. Sullivan, 
lord mayor of Dablin, has written to the 
Times in behalf of the Nation and Weekly 
News in reply to a correspondent who accused 
nationalist papers of refusing to insert govern- 
ment advertisements offering reward for evi- 
cence that would lead to the arrest of the 
Phenix park murderers. Mr. Sullivan says 
that although the papers declined to take the 
castle “boodle,” they announced the re ward in 
their Bews columns in leaded type and 
charged rothing for it. 

It bag transpired that Mr. Gladstone, in his 
epeech atthe dinner given by the labor mem- 
bers of parliament, last night, declared his en- 
tire disbelief in the accusations made against 
the Irish leaders. Mr Gladstone said that in 
May, 1882, immediately after the assassination 
of Lord Qavendish and Under-secretary Burke 
in Phenix park,Mr. Parnell wrote him a letter 
with reference to that crime. The contents of 
the letter, which had previously been writ- 
ten under great mental distress, 
threw considerable _ilight upon the 
topic of the present hour, and were strong evi- 
cence in favor of the contention that the 
“Times’ le ter was a base and malicious for- 
gery. Mr. Parnell,apparently foresceing thatin 
the publ¥e mind he would be associated with the 
crime, off red to place himself withoat reserve 
in Mr. Gladstone’s hands. He wrote that he 
regarded the murders with the utmost abhor- 
rence, 2nd he offered to resiga the leadership 
of the Irish party, and retire altogether from 
political ife if Gladstone considered such a 
step advisable in the interests of Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone said be would refrain from 
saying what rep'y he had made, adding that it 
was only a short ime since he obtained Mr.

THE SCHNAEBEBLES RACKET. 


A Satisfactory Settiement About to be 
Effected. 

Paris, April 27.—In semi-oflicial circles here 
it is believed that Germany desires to expedite 
the adjournment of the Schnaebeles affair, and 
that arrangements are progressing favorably at 
Berlin for a prompt and satisfactory settlement 
which way render the dispatch of German doc- 
numents in the case to Paris unnecessary. Count 
Herbert Bismarck, imperial minister of foreign 
affairs, has informed M. Herbette, French 
ambassador at Beilin, that Germany has re- 
ceived all the documents in the Schnaebeles 


case. 

The Sciinaebeles incident is on the verge of 
settlement. Although the government is able 
to place before M. Herbette, French ambassa- 
dor, absolute evidence that Schnaebeles had 
long been actively engaged in inciting con- 
spiracy in Alsace and proof that he was arrest- 
ed on German territory, it is reported, in offi- 
ciel circles, that to conciliate Fiance that he 
will be removed from the frontier. 

Papers today make scant reference to the 
affair. ‘The Boersen Courier advocates the re: 
lease of Schnacbeles in deferencs to French 
feeling. even though there be abandant evi- 
dence that he was a spy and traitor. The 
report that France had demanded the extradi- 
tion of Schnaebeles is officially declared to be 
an invention.

THE SESSION OF THE INTERSTATE 
COMMISSION. 


The Statement cf the Railroad Men-The Boards of 
Trade Present-—Statements in Favor of the 
Fourth Section-The River Men Fight- 
ing the Railroad Men, Etc., Etc. 


When Judge Cooley took his seat in the 
council chamber yesterday, he bore upon his 
face a pleasant smile as he looked upon the 
solid citizens whe saf around him, There 
were merchant princes and railroad magnates, 
river craftemen and manufacturers, al! gath- 
ered to make complaint of infringing laws, 
and to defend their varied interests from the 
attacks of others. Mr. Morrison was probably 
the commissioner most noticeabe, as his long 
political life has made his name well kaown in 
the south. He was warmly greeted on all 
sides by men who hoped to see him governor 
of Iilinois, er senator, or even at the head of the 
ticket for a higher cflice. 

Upon calling the meeting to order Judge 
Cooley said : 

“Gentlemen:—The commission organized under 
the interstate com merce law has received a num- 
ber of petitions from the railroads in this part of 
the country, asking for exceptional orders under 
the act—oréers which could only be mace upon 
evidence adduced before the commission. We 
have come here to hear this evidence ou the side 
of those who have asked for this order and onthe 
part of those who may oppose it. We shall 
receive it as if it were given in a judicial! 
investigation, As the petitions are numer- 
ous aud our time is jimited, we shali niap outa 
mode of procedure which will expedite business as 
much as possible. As far as possible it is desira- 
ble that persons end communities wil] concentrate 
their interests, views and evidence. We have not 
expected to take up each of the many petitions by 
itself and consider it separately, forthe facis that 
support one will likely supportthe other. We are 
ready for business, gentlemen.’’ 

A PRELIMINAKY MOVE, 

Goverror R. B. Bullock askéd the commissioners 
to suspend the regular order of business fora few 
minutes, so tbat a resolution could be fermally 
presented. 

Judge Cooley indicated his essent, and Major J. 
F. Hiauson, of Macon, came ftorward asthe chair- 
man of the meeting, which had adopted the reso- 
iution, and read as follows: 

“To the Honorable Members ofthe Interstate 
Commerce Commission: We,the undersigned, me¢n- 
bers oi the seyeral commercial boards and interests 
Cy) posite our respective names, respectfully but 
earnestly petition your honorable body to make 
permanent the several temporary orders herctofo e 
made by you, susp nding to much ofthe ith sec- 
trou of the interstate commerce bill as prohibits 
ibe Chargitg of a greater sum for a shorter than for 
a loug haul for the reasons in the several petiticns, 
which will be presented by us to your honorable 
commission, which we ask may beread as testi- 
mony befure you on the case uow befure you for 
cobsideration.”’ 

This was signed by twenty-seven delegations 
from aS Many town and Cities. 

Mr. Jonathan Norcress, ove of the opposition, 
expressed awishto be heard, but Judge Cooley 
ruled him out of oréer. 

Judge Walter T. Chisholm, of Savannah, appear- 
ed as the representative ofthe Sayannahb, Florida 
and Western railway audthe Charleston and Sa- 
vannaeh railway, which constitute a part of the 
Piant system, of which he is the attorney. The 
yee wes ihe bearer of a formidable petition, 

acked by witnesses, which he presented aud was 
detirous of supporting by an argument. 

The commissioners, however, were more willing 
to reccive facts than to listen to arguments, so that 
Judge Chisholm was not permitied to address the 


beay. 

My. Stahlman, of Savannah, asked whether the 
time had come when the commissioners were realy 
tO examine witnesses. 

“Yes,”’ replied Judge Cooley, “produce your wit- 
besees Bd we'will proceed to take thelr testimony. 
THE’ WORK OPENED. 

The firtt witness examined was Mr. Charles A. 
Sindaljl, the secretary of the Sonthern Railway and 
Siearmship association. Hesubscribed tothe cus 
tomary cath. General E. P. Alexander, president 
of the Geo) gia Central railroad, conducted the di- 
rectexamination. in answer to his fuquiries the 
wiiness testified minutely as tothe methods em- 
ployed by railway and steamship lines in main- 
taipivg theirrates. Heshowedthe difference be- 
tween water and landlines. Hestaied that rail- 
weys cannot maintain any higher rates than the 
ttexmer. He had never known, he said, forthe 
steamer Jines to maintain their rates. His 
position enabled him to know’ whether rates are 
maintained or cut. The witness then testified at 
great length coucerning the ratesin vogue onthe 
various Competitive lines to Atlanta,and compared 
thesé rates with those which obtained prior to the 
formation of the Georgia railroad commission. He 
had facts and figures at fingers’ end aud rattled 
them cif with surprising voluoility. After Geaeral 
Alexander finished his questioning, the witness 
was subjected to a rigid cross-examination, the in 
quiries being made by Judge Cooley. When Judge 
Cooley had concluded his cross-questioning, Gen- 
eral Bragg asked the witness a number of ques- 
tions. Duringthe examination Mr. Siadall pro 
duced @ tariitsheet, which he explained to the 
Commission. 

The witness was still further questioned as to 
how he made rates. He stated that the way rates 
were made was to Charge the through rate to the 
nearest competitive pointand then «dd the local 
poinis. .The witness was asked about what asis 
KLOWD &5 aD arbitrary rate, and he proceeded to 
explainit. He was then asked if there are any 
special rates allowed to particular industries, and 
that he answered thet special rates are allowed to 
colton factories and some other manufacturing in- 
dustries. General Bragg then asked the witness 
to give some statistics touching the rates oniron 
an the amount of revenue which 
accrued to the railways from this 
source. The witness hesitated to make any deti- 
vite reples to these questions, stating that he was 
not perfectly familiar with this branch of tne sub 
ject, and would refresh his memory by examining 
iniothe matter Mr. Stahiman then asxed the 
witness a series of questions as to whetheror not 
the rates made by the railways in Georgia must be 
approved by the railway commission of the state, 
aud whether there are any complaints of uujust 
cisctimination mace by the people of the state. 
The witness replied to the first inquiry that rates 
made by the ruads are subject to 1he approval or 
Cizapproval of the railroau commission, and to the 
second question he promptly amswered that there 
were no complaints anywhere in the state of un- 
just disciimtnation by the roads against or in fayor 
of any towns. 

Mr. T. M. Emerson, of the Atlantic Coast Line, 
was next sworn. Mr. H. Walters, conducted the 
examination. Witness said he was familiar with 
rates and the mannerin which they are made, and 
this he explained briefly, his explanation being 
similer to that given by Mr.Sindal. He was asked 
how the rates from Wilmington, N. C,, were goyv- 
erned, and be said that the steamship lines gov- 
erned the rates. He then showed bow the rates to 
Columbia were arranged. Theserates are made by 
accing the ratesover the railroas from Charleston 
to the rates by water from New York, Philadelphia 
avd cther eastern cities. 

Mr. Ogden, of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship association, was the next witness, and he tes- 
tified at greatlength touchingthe difference be- 
tween water rates aff'd Jand rates. Hewas ques- 
tioned by Mr. Stahiman as to what effect river rates 
have upon rail rates at St. Lonis, Memphis, Vicks- 
turg and other cities which have water and rail 
competition, The witness stated that to a 
great extent the water rates controlled 
the rstes of the railroads. He was 
asked to state about the rates toand from Atlanta 
in cemperison to the rates to the towns near here. 
He showed how tbe rateon certain classes of 
freight would be affected if the long and short banl 
section should be enforced. His statement bristled 
with telling statistics and tersely expressed facts. 
his remerks were heard attentively by the com- 
missioners and the outzide audience. 

At the conclusion cf Mr. Ogden’s statement, 
which he was permitted to e withou’ inter- 
suption, Mr, Strohlman asked him if hebad ever 
heard any complaint about high rates from the 
towns along the State road, and the witness re- 
ped that be had not.

ugusta railroad, from Wilmington, N.C., to Co 
lum bia; the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta rail- 
road (formerly the Charlotte and South Carolina 
railrcad) operating from Charlotte, N. C., to Colum- 
bla; the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta railroad 
(formerly the Columbia and Aujusta) from Augus- 
ta, Gecrgia, to Columbia; the Columbia and Green. 
ville railroad and its leased line operating from 
Senece, Greenville and Spartanburg, on the Atlan- 
ta aud Charlotte Air-Line railroad, are also points 
of competition with the branches of the Ceutral 
railroad of Georgia asalso from Laurens, Green- 
wocd and Anderson, which are interior points at 
which the said Central railroad of Georgia com- 

etes. 

‘ 4 nis city is thus thrown into sharp competition 
with the cities of Charleston, S, C., Wilmington, N. 
C., Savannah, Atlantaand Augusta, Ga., and the 
Piedmont cities of Greenville and Spartanburg,and 
under natural law would derive ample protection 
by competitive rates from the rival lines which 
were built with that view. : 

The life of this city as a place of business depends 
upon the maintenance of through rates, the same 
as those cag mye by Augusta and other rival Cities, 
which are in condition substantially similar, and 
rates lowerthan those granted to intermediate 
towns and local stations which by more or less 
competition are in conditions substantially dissim- 
jalr, and are not entitled to the advantages which 
result from competing facilities. _ 

We, therefore, respectfully petition your honora- 
ble body to mak» an order exempting the railroads 
entering Celumbia from the operations of the fourth 
section of the interstate commerce law.

Judge Cooley asked what sey Fenty oe it was that 

ve him low rates enough for him to ship granite 

om Columbia to Cincinnati. The witness replied 
that the granite he shipped was quarried near Av- 
beviille; that it was shipped from thence to Charles- 
Son, ns which point it got the benefit of water com- 
etition. 
. Colonel Bragg—Have notthe railroads always 
given you special rates? 

‘Yes, sir, I have got special rates.”’ 

Judge Cooley—Well, Colonel Pearce, what is 
there in the law now which would prevent you 
from getting the same rate as heretofore’ 

= ‘i am not a lawyer,” replied the witness, ‘‘and I 
am not sure that I thoroughly understand the pro- 
visions of thelaw. My understanding of it, how- 
ever, isthatifthe longand short haulsetionsshoul4 
be rigidly enforced, it would preclude the railways 
from allowing 80 low rates as they now are enabled 


to ., 

Mr. StahIman said that in Louisville a magnifi- 
cent public building had recently been started, 
and the question was discussed whether the granite 
could be had from South Carolina or Vermont. He, 
therefore, wanted to know that if the railway 
should charge a reasonable rate, why could he not 
place his granite in Louisville as well as in Cincin- 
nat 

Colonel Pearce stated that he had not Los gee 
any of his granite to Louisville, and he could not 
positively answer this. 

Colonel H. P. Hammett, of Greenville, was the 
mext witness called. He stated that he bore a 
memorial from the board of trade of the city of 
Greenville, which he should be glad to present and 
have read. Colonel Hammett thereupon read the 
memorial. 

Colonel] R. L. McLaughrin, president of the New- 
berry cotton factory, was next sworn. — 

D. E. Converse, superintendent Clifton cotton 
factory, Spartanburg, 8.C., was next sworn and 
was permitted to read a memorial sent by the citi- 
zens of that town. 

The Hon. R. E. Blankenship, as the representa- 
tive of the Richmond, Va., chamber of commerce, 
appeared as tLe next witness. He read the sub- 
joined memorial: 

To the Honorable Interstate Commerce Commis- 
Bion, Sitting at Atlanta,Ga: We have the honorto 
be a committee of the chamber of commerce of 
Richmond, Va., an organization formed to promote 
the general progress and peenpeey of our city and 
to further just and equitable principles in trade. 
The membership of this chamber is composed of 
our merchants, manufactucers, business and pro- 
fessional men generally, who are interested in the 
welfare and prosperity of our city and state. 

Your petitioners respectfully represent to your 
honorabie body, as follows, viz: 

A very large portion of Richmond was destroyed 
by fire at the time of its evacuation by the confed- 
erate forces and its business and manufactures al- 
most completely changed or destroyed by the re- 
sults of the war. Notwithstanding this, and 
the additional fact that the country around 
it wes devasiated by the contending armies, our 
people have, by energy and enterprise, rebuilt our 
city, extended and enlarged their manufacturigg 
#LdG mercantile facilities, until we now have the 
largest manufacturing and next tothe largest com- 
mercial center south of the Potomae. We employ 
alout nineteen thousand operativesin our manu- 
fectures alone, have taxable values amounting 
to forty-eight millions of dollars and aggregate 
sales, according to government statistics, of nearly 

ty-three millions of dollars in 1585, 

These results could have only been attained by 
reason of the facilities we have received from the 
different railroads which terminate at Richmond, 
ano by means of cheap freight rates, which they 
have given us and which were absolutely necessa- 
ry to enable us to compete with other cities having 
water communication with the same markets. Our 
state has contributed largely towards the construc- 
tion of some of these railroad lines with the idea 
sg abe gp of thereby building up her chief and 
€a) ital city, and our city has also contributed to 
them from her treasury with the same endin 
view. There lines, some of them, thus com- 
menced by state and municipal aid, have been 
added to and extended until they are now solely 
relied on to reach the markets for our products and 
merchandise. Onthe faith that we would con- 
tinve tohave the means afforded by these rail- 
roads for reaching these markets, thus secured at 

at labor and expense, which we have enjoved 

r years,and with which the government has 
mever heretofore interfered, our merchants and 
manufacturers bave increased their inve tments, 
our operatives have, in many Cases, invested their 
savingsin homes in our es and the changed

A. H. Christian's name was Called as the next 
witness. He stated that he wasa manufacturer of 
paper in Richmond, Va. He said that there were 
many cities to which he could not ship goods but 
for the low rates allowed by the railwags. 

G. 8. Eliett, of Richmond, was sworn, and testi- 
fied as to the genuineness of the memorial which 
bad been handed in as com from thé citizens of 
Richmond. He was not questioned further, _ 

Mr. Branch, of Wilson, N..C., read a memorial 
from the citizens of that place. It prey stated 
the oy 7 toan enforcement of the 4:h clause 
of the bill. 

H. HW. Smith, of Rome, Ga, stated that he wasa 
eotton buyer and shipper. He wasasked ag tothe 
feeling of the business men in his community 
touching the operation of the interstate commerce 
act, sO far as the enforcement of the long and short 
bau! section was concerned. He stated. that the 
general feeling was that if this section should be 
enforced it would prove disastrous to the mercan- 
tile interests of that ciiy. 

Judge Cooley expressed the opinion that it would 
not be altogether regular for the inquiries to take 
this direction, and the witness came down. 

L Johnson, Graham, Ga., reada memorial from 
the business men of that town, which strongly in- 
sisted upon the permanent suspension of the ith 
section of the act. 

M. F. Amorous, general manager of the Atlanta 
Lumber company, wes sworn. He stated that since 
the passage of the interstate commerce act the rates 
north of the Ohio river have been raised, but that 
the rates remain the same this side of the Ohio 
r.ver. He stated that about 21 lumber dealers here 
ship lumber to the west and north west. 

Mr. Hockstrasser, representing Columbus, Ga., 
board of trade, presented a memorial praying the 
commission to permanently annul the long and 
short clause of the act. 

A mer orial from the chamber of commerce of 
Knoxville, Tenn., Was presented and read by J. M. 
Thornburg. This paper gave a formidable array of 
strong reasons why the commission should make 
permanent its order touching the 4th clause of the 


act. 

W. H. Kyle, the general freight agent’of the 
Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley railroad, was exam- 
ined by Major Rose, of Fayetteville, N.C. The 
wiiness testified as to landand waterrates. He 
stated that the interests of his road would be dam- 
aged should the commission rescindits ruling on 
the fourth section of the act. His evidence was 
substantially the same as that adduced earlier in 
the day. 

Atthis jnncture Judge Cooley askedif there were 
any . other witnesses present who desired to 
testify. 

None responded. 

“It is the purpose of the commissioners,’’ re- 
marked Judge Cooley, ‘to affordthe opposition a 
full and fair hearing. We have been very liberal 
as to the time we have given the railway repre- 
sentatives to present their side. Now, ifit 1s the 
ne of those who oppose the side taken 

y the railroadsto putup witnesses in rebuttal, 
the commissioners should like to have placed in 
their hends a list of such witnesses as will be re- 
quired totestify. In our original programme we 
said wevo lirequire a list of names,in advance 
of the witnesses on both sides, We have received 
no Dames of witnesses on the partof the opposi- 
tion. This omission we regard as somewhat 
strange. It may be that, there being no organized 
party, no person was authorized to prepare such 
a-list. We reiterate that both sides will be ac- 
corded ape aS full as our limited time will allow.’’ 

At this stage of the proceedings there wasa lull 
for a f w minutes, when Mr. A. J. Mosset, of Cin- 
cinnati, O., stepped forward and asked to besworn. 
This produced a slight sensation among the rail- 
way mep, for in this witness they saw one of their 
most formidable competitors. Mr. Mossett, as the 
representative of the water lines, espoused the side 
of the much-abused fourth section, The commis- 
sioners indicated their wish for him to proceed, 
and Mr. Mosset stated that before making an 
oral statement he would present and ask the privi- 
lege of reading a memorial which would succinct- 
ly state his side of the question. 

Judge Cooley indicated a willingness for him to 
proceed, and Mr. Mosset read as follows: 

“As supplementary to the memorial laid before 
your honorabie body at Washington, D.C., on the 
jth of April last, protesting against the suspension 
of the provisions embodied in the fourth section of 
the act of congress known as the interstate com- 
merce bill, sO far as the same 
would apply to ithe associated south- 
ern railroads, the undersigned representatives 
of the western lines of yong cee between New 
Orleans, Memphis and Cincinnati and connecting 
linesto Pittsburg, Pennsylyania, a coast line of 
four thousand miles, bordering upon a territory 
unsurpassed in soil, forests and mines, respectfully 
ask a revocation of that order of suspension and a 
eat cesicration -of the provisions of said section 

our. 

We respectfully ask to lay before you the reasons 
whichimpelusto make this request, and to pre- 
sent to you a statement of facts which we hope you 
will consider as of sufficient merit and importance 
to graut ourrequest. We feel that the very exist- 
ence of transportation by steamboats on the water 
ways herein specified, as well as the best interests 
of the entire country bordering upon-them, depend 
upon the enforcement of the provisions of the sec- 
tion which has been temporarily suspended, 

‘Lhe fourth rection is the only portion of the law 
which the commission has the power to relax, and 
as the commission is appointed to enforce the law, 
and notsetitaside, any action’ which will prac- 
tically result in making any part of the law a nul- 
lity, and thus permit the continuance of abuses in 
transportation, which the law was intended to re- 
move, should be carefully considered. 

We respectfully submit that the conditions of the 
portion of the United States in which the law is 
suspended are not different from those of the rest 
of the United States. Starting from Cumberland, 
Md., and tracing the line northward, it will be seen 
that the competition between the partly water lines 
uid tire allrail lines is incomparably greater in 
amount of trafic and not lessin the mumber and 
character of the combinations, 


Beginning with the present century—some years 
before steam navigation was introduced upon the 
western rivers—and continuing up to within a few 
years, trausportation upon these rivers was fairly 
rem uperatiye, and through its influences the coun- 
try bordering upon them was pcopled, the lands 
were cujtivated, cities and towns sprung up and 
manufactures prospered. With the decline of 
transportation upon these waters must come a cor- 
respouding. decline inthe prosperity of every in- 
terest that tendsto the growth and development 
of the countiy bordering upon them. 

The decline in the profits of river transportation 
began with ibe completion of railroads connecting 
important river points, when enough traffic was di- 
verted from the river to the rail to reduce the vol- 
ume of river transportation below that point which 
was essential to its successful conduct. The river 
transportation interests recognized this new and 
formidable competitor and formed an alliance with 
itthat furnished transportation to common points 
at remunerative rates, and at the sametime reason- 
able ratesto intermediate pointsupon their re- 
spective lines. 

From tne time that the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, through its connections, reached the 
more important points on the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers, up to 1881, at which time the Cincinnati 
Eouthern railroad was opened, there was an ar- 
rangement between the railroad and steamboat 
companies for the peneporattos of the productions 
of the Ohio and Mi ppi valleys see 
ern mar

and cempensate the carriers. With the opening of 
the Cincinnati Southern railroad competition 

rung up between the railroads themselves, and 
thealliance that had secured such beneficial re- 
sults to shippers, carriers and neignees was 
broken by the arbitrary and otic demands of 
that railline, From that time began the 
in transportation by river. But few new 
for freight and passengers were built, and a steady 
decline in the building of steamboats, which, for a 
long series of years was a prosperous industry in 
the Ohio valley, has continued until boat puildiag 
yards, machine shops and all the various industries 
which contributed tothe building and equipment 
of steamborts have been aban x 

It is a well known fact that the railroads with 
terminals at important points on the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers and their tributaries are sparing no 
efforts to déstroy the business of the steamboats 
that they may be rid of the water competition at 
these points, Indeed some railroad managers 
openly state that such is thejrintention. A lead- 
ing railroad manager, when occupying a less prom- 
inent position some years ago, boasted 
that e was determined destroy 
steamboating on the Cumberland river, ane 
1id himself of that competition. The present 
ecndition of boating on the Cumberland 
river shows that what he said was not idle talk. 
Thereme mansger, with augmented powers and 
increased facilities, emboldened by past success, 
has made the same threat as to steamboating on 
tne Ohio and Mississippi rivers, and he has already 
been enabled to make a great stride in that direc- 
tion by the suspension of the provisions of section 
4 of the interstate commerce law. Itis the inten- 
tion of the law to prevent injustice to the great 
mass of the people for the tof the few, to 
forbid a combination of the ng tocrush oat the 
weak, asis clearly shown in debates in both 
branches-of congress, when the bill was under con- 
sideration.

the steamboats are barely a 
“s rd faciliies to some 


extent to placeson therivers not supplied with 
railroad facilities. are only about eight 
months in the year of uninterrupte1 nivigation 
between Cincinnati, Memphisand New Orieans. 
During the remeining four mouths navigation is 
almost wholly suspended by high water, iow water 
or ice, and this leaves to the railroads absolute 
control of the trafficto water terminal: for that 


riod, 
peanother difficulty that the steamboats have to 
contend with ts the cost of insurauce,avery im- 

ortent item from which the railroads are free. 
The rate of insurance upon most classes of cargo 
between Cincinnati and New Orleans by stean- 
boat is one per cent upon the value of the property 
carried, which the sieamboais have to equalize by 
low rates, and which thus becomesa part of the 
cost of transportation. 

It should not be forgotten that there is a vast 
territory west of the dississi;pj river, between the 
sare lines of latitude as Memphis and New Or- 
leans, that is reached only by water eet gant | 
and in which there is no line of railroads paralle 
with the river. If the facilities afforded by steam- 
boats are to be cut off from this section by crushing 
them out under the law, then the law works the 
very injury, to that section at least, that i¢ was 
enacted in a general way to prevent. 

Uniformity in rates of transportation, as far as 
possible, is important to the commercial interests 
of the country. It has been ene peace of the 
railroads to not only frequently chahge their rates 
without any sufficient cause, but to make uifferent 
rates to different parties upon the’ same kind of 
property and to and from thesame points, We have 
already noted the irregularities in the navigable 
conditions of the rivers. When the riveris in good 
navigable condition the railroads transport freight 
to river points below the actual cost of carrying, 
and when the navigation of the river oe 
they advance the rate to the highest point. Thus 
the consignees with capital insufficient to lay ina 
full supply to provide against such contirgencies 
are placed at great disadvantage and made to suf- 
fer the extortions of the railroads, in addition to 
the disadvantages attendant upon limited means, 

The facts warrant the statement that it is a com- 
mon thing for railroad men to say to shippers and 
consignees that ifthey give their business to the 
steamboatsin the navigable season, their rates 
will be advauced tothe highest point when the 
rivers are unnavigable. The usual expression of 
railroad men to shippers and consignees is, ‘If you 
give business to the boats we will squeeze you 
when the boats are notrapning.”’ The railroads 
arbitrerily fix rates oftentimes, without reference to 
cost of the service or of the service rendered, and 
shippers have no remedy. ‘The r:le with themis 
the Jess the service—the shorter the haul—the 
greater the charges. 

Less than one week ago a heavy shipper told one 
of this committee that he shipped a car load of 
freight to New Orleans, aud aiso to an interme- 
diate point (Biloxi) on the line of the same road. 
The rate to New Orleans was $4 per car; the rate to 
the intermediate point was $73. The rate from 
New Orleans to Biloxi is $22. The road would not 
deliver the car at the intermediate point when it 
first reached there for$66, but would haul it to New 
Orleans and back to Biloxi again for that sum. 
Comment on such action is unnecessary. 

The river tariffs which are submitted herewith 


show that the steamboats never make the rates 
of freight and passengers more to intermediate 
than ‘ermine! points, but generally less. 

The disadvantages which naturally and unavoid- 
ably attend river transportation have been briefly 
laid before vou, but enough has been presented to 
show you that the plea made by railroads that 
water transporta ion pres: nts such acomp2tition es 
to Warrant an es: mption to railroads from the oper- 
ation ot the long and short haul clayse of the law 
is not well founded. Morec ver it is a mere sophism 
to claim that competition with water lines should 
be considered as constituting dissimilar “circum- 
stances. The law, distinctly aims at giving compe- 
tition its fulland na ural force, Itisfor this pur- 
pone that it forbids pools and combinations having 


ke objects in view. 

We your attention to the 
well ; that rail lines claim that 
only atout twenty per cent of their en- 
tire business eman: tes from and goes to water 
terminals. ‘Thatis, thatthe people who run the 
local traftic a¥e the many, lle those at the end 
of my hauls are the few. Thusthe permission to 
make long haul rates less than those of the short 
baul, is permission to tax the many for the benefit 
ofthe few and allow an unjust discrimination 
against interior points. 

The rail lines claim to have found a way of car- 
rying freight to water terminalis at rates below the 
actual cost of carriage and yet make a profit. The 
doctrine upon which they base this is, that the ad- 
ditional traffic secured at arate that yields revenue 
in excess Of additional cost of carriage though less 
than the average cost, produces a profit. Ifthis be 
true for the terminals it is just as true for interme 
diate points; and if it is good for the terminals the 
Jocals have the right to doit as well. 

The faisity of this doctrine will be shown when 
it is carried to the point of doing the whole busi- 
ness from the terminal and competitive points at 
the theoretical exceptionalrate. When the cur- 
rent rate for the Jong haulis reduced on this prin- 
ciple, the necessary effect isto burden the local busj- 
ness so astomake up for the loss of profit on ihe 
long haul orc mpetitiye business;and this is éx- 
actly what the law aims to prevent. 

Business of any kind transacted at aloss,exceptin 
rarely occasional cases, has a generally demoralizing 
influence.-The axiom that ‘‘the labocer is worthy of 
his hire,’’ isasound One, and any general devia- 
tion from it, is likelyto produce unfavorable re- 
sults. Success in commercial transactions—that is, 
trade between various countries and differenti sec- 
tions of the same country depends largely—it may 
be said, almost wholly—on uniformity and cost of 
production and facilities and cost of transporta- 


call 


tion. 

If railroads are permitted to thus advance and 
reduce rates at their pleasure, to grant favors to or 
impose penalties on either persons or localities, or 
to furnish competition in business, they virtually 
posssess the power to regulate the commerce be- 
tween the states, 

In the debate on the interstate commerce Dill, 
Senator Beck stated the rightsand obligations of 
railroad companies, and said, that, ‘‘whenever 
they undertake to interfere with the commercial 
operations of the people. they should be 

rohibited from so doing and punished 
they disobey.”” The ideaof the senator is em- 
bodied in section four ofthe law. Thesuspension 
of the provisions of that section, itis believed oy the 
steamboat intcrest, opens the hb, for the railroads 
to interfere with the commercial operations of the 
elo in the sections east of the river and author- 
zes them todothevery things which congress b 
the Qusetment of the law declared they shoul 
not do. 

Asaspecimen of the hostility of the railroads to 
the steamboat interesis we submit the fullowing 
statement: 

The through rate on cotton from Memphis to 
Fall River, Mass.,is fifty-eight cents per hundred 
pounds, The Cincinnati and Memphis 
sttempt to secure a&  - share 
of this business by carrying the cotton to Cincin- 
nati and then forwarding it by rail. Byorder of 
Mr, Fink, commissioner of trunk pool east, the 
railroads receiving the cotton at Cincinnati are re- 
quired to charge five cents more per hundred 
pounds on that brought to Cincinnati by boat than 
upon that brought by rail. 

The general government exercises full control 
over the water transportation lines of the country. 
It has enacted laws as to their conduct almost to 
the minutest de'ails, even prescribing the number 
of passengers a -~ steamboat may carry 
on any  vyoyage. The men _ entrusted 
with the managem:«nt of the boats are examined 
as to their qualifica'ions for the duties they are to 

rform. Local government officers are appointed 

carefully inspectevery boat and sesthat they 
are supplied wiih all the eee deemed nec- 
essary for the security of freight and the safety of 
new. Sag All the employes cannot act untit 
regularly licensed by the government. The whole 
system is under the strictest governmental surveil- 
Jance, and all connected with its management are 
held to the most rigid accountability. 

It seems but just and reasonable that when s0 
many obligations are 1m d upon the water lines 
that some protection should be afforded them, and 
e+ pecially as against an interest upon which the 
general government has heretofore imposed no 

urdens or restrictions whatever. 

The only reason that can be given for exempting 
from the law the roads which compete with the 
water lines is that these are naturally cheaper 
modes of transportation. Establish this ground for 
exemption, and the whole law falls. There is no 
propriety in allowing exceptions simply because 
one route is by water. It must be allowed, if atall, 
in all cases where a competitive route, rail or 
water, is naturally cheaper by reason of shorter 
distances, easier grades, cheaper fuel, and the 
many other things that contribute to enable one 
railroad to transact ite business at a smalier cost 

an another. 

The iaw must operate upon the known 
actually to exist. That em is one of such wide 
arrangements for pooling as to bring all the most 
important lines into one system. We respectfully 
ask the commission to examine the nature and ex- 
tent of the coutrol given Mr. Fink inthe

A COLORED DELEGATION SPEAKS. 

A colored delegation, composed of J. T. Flipper, 
H. A. Rucker, J. N. Blackshear and J. W. Young, 
appeared before the commission with the follow- 
ing memorial : 

_to the Honorable Interstate Railroad Commis- 
flon—As constituents of railroads whose opera- 
tions are governed by the interstate commerce 
law, we respectfully ask you to place a construc- 
tion on the third section of the said act. 

In our opinion the evident spirit and letter of 
the law is to obviate discriminations ofall kinds 
whether of person or property. The discrimina- 
tions of which we complain are against persons of 
African descent. 

Throughout all the southern states, with the pos- 
sible exception of one or two, persons of African 
descent travel at great inconvenience and disad- 
vantage by reason of the inferior accommodations 
accorded them by railroads. 

A few among the many disadvantages and in- 
conveniences which we suffer are as follows: 

First, we compiain because in waveling, we pay 
the same amouut for fare from place to place, that 
any other class of passengers do, but do not receive 
the same, equal] and indiscriminate comforts, priv- 
ne and advantages from the railroad selling the

For instance, we pay $5.25 fora ticket, labelled 
“first class,’’ from Atlanta to Montgomery. On en- 
tering the train we are assigned, peaceably if pos- 
sible, by force if necessary, by the officersin charge 
of the train, who claim to be acing under orders 
from superiors, tosome particular car, known in 
the common parlance as the “Jim Crow Car,”’ 
‘“smoker,”’ or “negro annex,”’ which is always in- 
ferior in every respect tocars occupied by white 
passengers paying the same fare and traveling be- 
tween the same points, which caris also the re- 
treat for drunkards and alllow and unprincipled 
characters of the traveling public of other races, 
thereby subjecting our maidens, wives, children, 
mothers and sisters to horrible outrages and indig-

3. We complain because of the injustice involved 
in this sort oftreatment, and because of the injuri- 
ous eflectit has upon the morals of any people who 
are subjected to such indignities; that is to say that 
filthy and squalid surroundings have an effect det- 
rimental to the highest intellectual and moral

staff, and by gallantry and devotion won 
the stars ofa general in the service of the 
state which now appears likely to reward 
his gallantry. Georgia would be glad to 
honor Senator Perry of florida. 


Three Times Hanged. 

Human justice is a mockery. It makes 
terrible mistakes, and never makes repara- 
tion. Perhaps we have not, as in Shaks- 
peare’s day, lean, Jank and bangry judges 
who will hang the guiltless rather than eat 
their mutton cold, but we have occasionally 
stupid judges, prejudiced jurors and per- 
jured witnesses. The penitentiaries of 
every state contain innocent men, and in 
some instances the wrong men have suffered 
death on the gallows. 

A remarkable case in point is reported 
from England. About two years ago a 
maiden lady of considerable wealth was 
murdered and robbed in her summer resi- 
dence. Her man-servant, a man named 
Lee, was suspected, arrested, convicted on 
circumstantial evidence, and sentenced to 
hang. 

Three efforts were made to hang Lee, and 
each time the rope broke. The hangman 
was horrified, and the other officials shared 
his reluctance to proceed with the business. 
When the facts were reported to the home 
secretary, Lee’s sentence was quietly com- 
muted to imprisonment for life. 

Now for the climax. Recently a woman 
who was Lee’s fellow-servant confessed on 
her dying bed that she killed her mistress. 
She declared that Lee had no cennection 
with the affair and stated facts strongly con- 
firmatory of her confession. 

It is some satisfaction to know that the 
government at once ordered the release of 
the man who had eso narrowly escaped an 
infamous death, and now proposes to offer 
him a pecuniary compensation for his inja- 
ries. But therecan be no adequate compen- 
sation. There is no remedy, no reparation 
for such a trightful wrong. 

When men engage in the administration 
of justice they should do it with fear and 
trembling. At best human justice is fear- 
fully imperfect. 


{It is Just, 

The resolution introduced into the senate 
of West Virginia looking to the payment of 
$8,000,000, that sum being West Virgiuia’s 
alleged share of the ante-bellum Virginia 
debt, is both sensible and just. 

When the war was at its height an im- 
portant slice of Virginia’s territory was torn 
from her and organized into a state. The 
act of making a new state does not pay old 
debts, por does it justly throw its share of an 
old debt upon the parent commonwealth. 

When a debt is incurred by all for the 
gocd of all, it is not the fair thing fora 
portion of the community to set up shop in 
a separate and independent way and ignore, 
past obligations. 

Regarded in this light it isan eminently 
proper thing for West Virginia to actively 
bestir herself about this olddebt. It is hard 
to foct such a heavy bill, but the new state 
owes it to herself to stand by old Virginia. 
It is gratifying to see that the matter is 
under consideration. It is time that some- 
thin g was done about it. 


, ™ 
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Clews and the Newspapers. 

The Springfield Republican is disposed to 
be fair in its jadgments, but there are some 
matters that it doesn’t understand, and that 
it probably has no desire to understand. 
One of these is the Clews matter. The Re- 


publican says: 


In the case of Georgia the repudiation is imbed- 
ded in the state constitution, although that com- 
monrwealth is enjoying the fruits of the sale of the 
bonds, As business prosperity returns, it becomes 
a question whether it is not better to open the case 
again and reach an agreement by stipulation. 
There is no stain that sinks so deep or remains 80 
long as a just debt repudiated. 

This is a mixture of misinformation and 
nonsense. Thereisno ‘‘repudiation’’ im- 
bedded in the state constitution. The R2- 
publican, as a public journal, ought to be 
familiar with the history of the bogus bonds 
which Clews has been making such a fass 
about for several years. 

But in the absence of information, the 
condition of Georgia’s credit today ought to 
be an infallible guide to a newspaper which 
pretends to comment on the ‘‘repudiation’’ 
of the state. If Georgia had ‘‘repudiated a 
just debt’’ its credit, both at home and 
abroad, would be worthless. Its bonds 
weuld not only be below par; they would 
be unmarketable. 

Bat what are the facts? The credit of 
Georgia is as good as that of any state in the 
union. The bonds of the state sell at a 
premium, and she has been able to float a 
four per cent bond. Now, this would be 
impossible if the state had ‘“‘repudiated a 
just debt.’’ 

There is one fact that so intelligent a 
newspaper as the Republican ought to have 
discovered long ago. Clews is a financial 
thug. He was in collusion with certain 
parties in Georgia, and he disposed of bonds 
that he knew to be bogus. By purchasing 
space in the New York papers he has been 
able to put on apretty bold front. Some 
months ago he paid the Graphic to printa 
fac-simile of one of the bogus Georgia 
bonds. He thought this would be a card in 
his favor, but it condemned him, The fac- 
simile lacked the signature of the republican 
treasurer of the state, who refused to indorse 
them, and the lithograph gave Clews away. 


Uniform Divorce Laws, 

The need of stricter regulations in the 
matter of divorces is generally acknowl- 
edged. 

Before the war divorces were very rare in 
the south. Of late years they have become 
alarmingly frequent. Over thirty divorce 
suits were returned to one term of Fulton 
superior court. It is true that a great ma- 
jority of the parties to these suits were ne- 
groes. Most of the divorces in the south are 
soughtand obtained by negroes. Bat this 
does not alter the moral aspects of the situa- 
tion. The negro is a citizen: If heis often a 
weak and erring citizen,on that very account, 
the law should brace him to proper con- 
duct, instead of inviting him to a loose con- 
struction ofhis social duty. The recognized 
policy of society is contrary to divorces. Tae 
only apology fora law which recognizes then 
is that in some cases a continuance of the 
matrimonial bond would involve hardship 
and suffering to innocent parties. Legal di- 
vorce was institated as a desperate remedy 
for desperate evils. The divorce laws of 
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| divorce law. Illinois seems virtually to 
have none, for divorce has come to be re- 


garded there as a mere matter of form which 
can be obtained on the most frivolous pre- 
texts. Such states are the Canada for the 
matrimonial defaulter of states. which pre- 
serve asterner code. The adoption of uni- 
form divorce laws in all the states of the 
union would be a great reform. This sub- 
ject has more than once been considered by 
the American Bar association. At more 
than one meeting of the Georgia Bar associ- 
ation there have been expressions in favor of 
uniformity in divorce laws. Still nothing 
practical has been done in this direction. 

At the last session of congress the com- 
missioner of statistics was directed to col- 
lect statistics of marriage and divorce in the 
United States. This work, if faithfully per- 
formed, will present valuable data. It may 
have the effect of promoting a reform in di- 
vorce legislation. But the idea that this 
action of congress isa step preliminary to 
national control of divorces is absurd. It fs 
surprising that some newspapers are to be 
found which speak out in favor! of a consti- 
tutional amendment to this effect. Congress 
and the general government have no more to 
do with matrimonial contracts than with 
any other contracts which are made in the 
various states, for the only legal status of 
marriage is that of a civil contract, The 
bureau of statistics was established for the 
purpose of collecting and publishing inform- 
ation on all subjects of. impertance to the 
people. Congress did well when it directed 
the collection of statistics on marriage aud 
divorce. There its duty and its power over 
this subject ended. 

The states must regulate marriage and di- 
vorce. The states should, however, enact 
strict and uniform laws which will 
strengthen the failing popular regard for the 
sanctity of the marriagerelation and restrain 
the loose and reckless granting of divorces 
for insufficient causes. 

There would undoubtedly be some diffi- 
culties in the way of obtaining this 
uniformity, but it is surely Obtaina- 
ble if the people desire it. The Na- 
tional Bar association, composed of law- 
vers from every state, might formulate a 
divorcelaw which might prove acceptable to 
the various state legislatures. The governors 
of the states might appoint commissioners to 
meet and draftsuch alaw. The method of 
the reform is a secondary question. The 
country needs the reform and ought to have 
it.

MISSIONS.

Bishops Hendrix, Granberry aud Key Present—The 
Report of the Preasurer- Reports from the 
Missions—fhe Proceedings of the Sua- 
asy School Convention, Btc., Bie. 


The semi-annual meeting of the board of 
missions of the North Georgia conference was 
held at Trinity M. E, church yesterday morn- 


ing. 
Dr. W. H. Potter, president of the board, 


presided. 

Members of the board who were present, were 
the president, vice president, W. H. Searcy, J. 
S. Stewart, treasurer, Rev. H. J. Adams, secre- 
tary, C. G. Goodrich, P. A. Heard, Rev. J. H. 
Baxter, Rev. J. W. Roberts, R. J. Powell, M. 
J. Cofer, G. W. Duvall, Rev. W. F. Robinson, 
Rev. J. E. England, and Rev. C. 5. Owens. 
There were also present, as visitors, Bishops 
Hendrix, Granbery and Key, anda goodly 
number of ministers of the conference. : 

The meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent Potter at half-past nine o’clock, and the 
exercises began with the singing of a hymu. 
After a prayer by Rev. A. C. Thomas, presid- 
ing elderof the Dahlonega district, the board 
proceeded with its regular business. 

The report of the treasurer showed the work 
of the board to be in excellent shape. Already 
there has been collected for conference mis- 
sions $2,214.10, or about one-third of the whole 
asseesment, and for foreign missions $4,750 45, 
er about one-fifth of the whole assessmeat, 
aid this with a number cf the largest churches 
yet to be heard from. 

The board received reports from twenty- 
three missions belonging to the conference. 
These showed the missions to be in an unusu- 
ally prosperous condition in every department 
ofthe work. It was the goneral verdict that 
the board had never before received so good a 
report at this season of the year. 

The visiting bishops took great interest in 
the reports and in the meeting, and congrata- 
lated the conference upon its excellent organi- 
zation. Bishop Granbery said that this was 
the first meeting of the kind he had ever had 
an opportunity to attend, as but few confer- 
enccs have semi-annual meetings of their mis- 
sion boards. 

Rey. Allan C. Thomas spoke of the condition 
of the Young L. Harris institute, which is 
located among the mountains of Tovwas 
county. He stated that the work on the in- 
stitute isin a very flattering condition and the 
building is progressing finely. Since he came 
to Atlanta he has been given by liberal mer- 
chants and citizens of Atlanta paint and ol 
encugh to paint the building, a large stove and 
considerable furniture for the rooms, He men- 
tioned the need of an organ for the school, and 
a number of gentlemen of the board made con- 
tributions toward it, raising ina few minu‘es 
the sum of $50, 

The meeting was, without doubt, one of the 
most entertaining ever held by the board at 
this season of the year. 

After a short talk over the objects of the 
board an sdjournment was taken until the an- 
nual conference, which convenes at Marietta 
next November. 

MISSIONARY MASS MEETING, 

The First Methodist church was literally 
filled to overflowing, last evening, and the 
meeting was a delightful one in every respect. 

Upon the platform were seated a large num- 
ber of ministers of the North Georgia confer- 
ence, ard visiting pastors with the visiting 
bishops in the seats of honor. 

The services began with the singing of “All 


' Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name” by the choir 


and congregation, after which Rev. T. F. 
Pierce read an appropriate passsge from the 
scriptures. Bishop Key offered an eloquent 
prayer, and the congregation joined in singing 
“Ship of Zion.” 

Rev. Dr. W. H. Potter, president of the board 
of missions, announced with deep regret that it 
would be impossible for Dr. John, secretary of 
the board of missions of the Methodist church 
south, to be present and address the meeting, 
as had been expected. With no expectation of 
being able to fill Dr. John’s place, but believing 
that affew facts concerning the missionary 
work of the church will be of interest, Dr. 
Potter said: 

The north Georgia conference board of missions 
supports, in whole or in part, twenty four mission- 
aries laboring withinthe conference. It has ap- 
propricted for their support this year $6,759. About 
one-third of the amount has been collected and the 
board expects to pay aliofit, Of these missions, 
there are in “Atlanta, Grace church and mission, 
Asbury and city mission, Pierce church and Bar- 
racks mission. ‘The conference mission in Atlanta 
has been very successful. All the Methodist 
churches in the city, except the First 
cburch and ‘Trinity haye been started 
and helped to become eelf-sustaining by means of 
this fund, viz: Payne's chapel, Evans’ chapel, 8. 
Paul’s, Sixth church and Edgewood churen. These 
are now bot only self sustaining but liberal con- 
tributors to the fund. 

The board of foreign missions and the woman's 
board have now at work in foreign fields mission- 
aries as follows: In China seven men and nine 
women, Of these tix are fromthe Norih Georgia 
ecnferznce, viz:, Y. J. Allen, George R. Loehr, W. 
H,. Cork, D. L. Anderson, W. B. Bonuell, Miss Anna 
Muse and Miss Lanra A. Haycood (given in the 
orderin which they were sent out). In Japan

three men end three women, one of whom 
is Miss Mattie Jones, of this conference; in Central 
Mexico there are seven men; inthe Mexican bor- 
derthere are nine men and three women, one of 
whom is Key.

Terr tory, thereare eight men and one woman, of 
whom oue is from Georgia, Rev. J. J. Mehyin: 
in the German mission in Texas and Louisiana, 
toere sre turee men. 

Regular ennualSconferences have been organized 
in Central Mexico, the Mexican berder, Indian 
Territors, China and: Brazil. In all of these conter- 
ences there isa large nuraberof native coaveris 
preaching the om and ag 8 in 
part by the beard of missions. In all thee 
mission couferences there are colleges and high 
schools and boarding schools and day schools ior 
girls and boys, that are doing a work second only 
to the preaching of the gospel, and without whica 
the fruiis of preaching could not be conservei. In 
addition to the above, the board of nye ge missions 
supplements the salaries of a number of preachers 
in portions of Florida, New Mexico, Colorado, 
Montene, Oregon and Caiifornia.

The cost of § coliect- 
ing and maintaining the fund of our

Presbyterian about eight per cent; Southern bap- 
tist fifteen per cent, and the Church of Eagland 
twenty-two and one-half percent.

CHICAGO, April 27—T ie big wheat deal showe!l 
evidence of going to pieces today. It is possible 
that the scare over the possibility of a squeeze in 
May delivery has not entirely passed, but certainly 
free selling by members of the bull clique fright- 
ened the growing class of small holders, and deyel- 
oped a panicky and uncertain feeling in the pit. 
Selling was.very free throughout the day. This 
was especially true at the opening,jwhen offerings 
were very heavy. The starting price for May was 
S4l4¢, but values dropped offso rapidly that parties 
baving stop orders to fill could not execu’e them 
at anywhere near the limits given. Ii was 1ota 
matter of price. The trouble’ was to fini buyer. 
Every body was selling, and no one cared to buy, 
und prices dropped 4@\c atatime. The impres- 
sion had gone out before the opening that the 
clique were about to sell, and for the first ten min- 
utes there was a scramble to realize seldom wit 
nessed on the exchange. May declined 2c to 82¢, 
while June declined Ic and July %c. During the 
excitement May dropped to 114c below June, though 
this premium was subsequently narrowed down 
agging When the selling ceased to some extent 
opcrators began to compare notes,and they came 
to the conclusion that some of the firms ideatified 
with the clique bought very freély of June, and 
this caused a firmer feeling. May advanced 1e, 
June \c add July %c. In the afternoon, however, 
selling was again of a furious description, and May 
dropped to 8144c and closed for the day at §2c, or 
244c lower than yesterday; June ic lowerand July 
%c lower. It was found difficult to analyze the 
day's operations, but the prevalent belief appeared 
to be that the clique inteuded to sbift the load of 
carrying wheat to June on other parties by remov- 
ing the fear in a measure of a May corner. Ciear- 
ings from the seatoard were 17,000 bushels. Tue 
amount of wheat on occan passage increased 
$£0,CC6 bushels. 

The weakness in wheat was reflected in corn, and 
throughout the day speculative offerings were free, 
causing a decline of %@%c, the market closing at 
nearly inside figures. Receipts were less than usual.

FOR A BIG SUM,

Near the Old Exposition Hotel for Six- 
teem Whousand Dollars in Cash) 


Operations in real estate have be*n quite ac- 
tive allthe week in Ailants, but the largest 
and by far the most important sale of the wk 
was consummated yesterday morning through | 
Dr, Henry L. Wilson, the rea! estate agent on 
Peachtree street. The sale wasone which con- 
clusively satisfies everybody that Atlanta dirt 
is worth more today than ever before in her 
history, and will do much to silence those who 
are Fconstantly talking about Atlanta’s lost 
grip. 

The piece of property sold is just outside the 
city, and brought over $3,000 an acre. 

The lot contains a fraction less than five } 
acres, and brought $16,000 in hard cash—every 
dollar heing paid to Dr. Wilson before the 
decds were perfected. The land is situated out 
on Marietta street, immediately west of the 
city limits and directly east of the old exposi- 
tion hotel, Uponit is one of the prettiest 
groves about thecity,and the ground is as 
even and level asa floor. It has a front- 
sage upon the street of five hundred 
feet and extends back tothe railroad tracks 
upon which it fronts a like distance. Itis 
nearly five hundred feet deep and fora long 
time past has been considered the most desira- 
ble manufacturing site in or about the city.

it Captain Murphy had no immediate use for 
it, but knowing that it would constantly grow 
in value had a fence constructed around it so 
as to protect the young trees and then patient- 
ly awaited the time when he could secure the 
value of the place.

“Fifteen thousand, said Mr. Boyd. 

“Sorry that I can’t take it bat you know my 
figures, I’m authorized to sell for $16,000 cash 
and that is what will buy the place,” an- 
swered Dr. Wilson. 

Mr. Boyd and his partner held a whispered 
consultation a minute or two and then turning 
to Dr. Wilson Mr. Boyd said: 

“We'll split the difference with you, doctor, 
and make it fifceon five.” 

“Sorry again,” remarked Dr. Wilson, ‘‘but I 
can tdoit. Say $16000 and the ground is 
yours. The five hundred isn’t much and you 
had better come up.” 

Mr. Boyd hesitated a second and then glanc: 
ing at his partner said: 

*] guess we had better take it.” 

“Just as you please,” answered Mr. Baxter. 

“All right, doctor; we'll give you $16,000. 
Give me a blank check, please,” said Mr. 
Boyd, rather desperately. 

Dr. Wilson picked up his check book and 
handed it to Mr. Boyd. Mr. Boyd walked to 
the desk, and Opening the book, wrote out a 
check for $16,000. The check was made paya- 
ble to Dr. Henry L.,Wilson and was signed by 
the firm. Handing it tothe doctor, Mr. Boyd 
said: 

“That may be a little steep for land out in 
the country, but now that we have bought it 
we wouldn’t take $20,000 for it. Please have 
the deeds ready when I come in the afternoon 
and ]’]1 get the papers as I go home,” 

Dr. Wilson quickly drew outa blank deed, 
which was filled out and carried to Captain 
Murphy for his signature. When the deed 
was Jaid before him andthe situation made 
plain, Captain Murphy looked first at the deed 
end then the dotted line for his signature. He 
then dipped his pen in the ink and with some 
hesitation affixed his name, thereby conveying 
the title to the property to the furniture man- 
ufacturers.

“When will you begin work?” 

“Atonce. You ses we have a Marietta street 
frontage and a railroad frout. On Marietta 
street we will have a handsome appearance. 
Then we will have sidetracks to build through 

‘the lot to the factory and other work which 
we can start at once.” 

“Will you increase your business when you 
move?” 

“Yes. We now have about eighty men at 
work, with a payroll of $600 to $800. Inour 
new building we will have one hundred and 
twenty toone hundred and thirty men at 
work. Our labor is skilled labor, and many of 
them will locate around the building. We will 
put in new machinery and do the biggest and 
best work inthe south.” .
